FOOD 


Ten  samples  of  milk  wore  taken  from  producer  retailers  in  the  district 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

• Twenty-three  dairies  are  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  1949. 

There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area;  slaughtering 
is  carried  out  at  only  two. 

These  slaughterhouses  are  constantly  under  supervision,  and  all 
animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  are  examined, 

, Handling  and  storage  of  meat  by  local  butchers  was  found  to  be 
generally  good.

There 
is  one  outworker  in  the  district. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


All  the  villages  in  the  area  have  piped  water  supplies.  Some  of  these 
villages  have  water  supplies  which  are  either  poor  in  quantity  or  quality, 
but  this  position  is  being  gradually  rectified  by  the  introduction  of  further 
schemes.  Outlying  farms  and  properties  in  the  remote  districts  are  supplied 
by  privately  owned  springs. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  twelve  new  services  to  properties  were  provided 
and  thirty  houses  were  drawing  supplies  from  standpipes. 

’ During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Carlton  Water  Scheme  was  completed 
and  found  to  be  completely  satisfactory. 

The  Southern  Area  and  Piethorne  distribution  Schemes  have  bothai  proved 
satisfactory  and  the  final  details  of  the  Southern  Area  E:rtension  Scheme  which 
will  take  Ness  water  to  Scawton,  Cold  Kirby,  Hanbleton  and  Old  Byland  are  being 
settled.  It  is  hoped  that  a start  will  be  made  with  this  Scheme  during  i960. 
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RDMINISTR-.T  ION ' 

My  Department,  which  is  also  responsible  for  water  supplies 
owned  jointly  by  this  Council  and  the  Kirbynoorside  Rural  District  Council 
from  Piethome  employ  two  water  bailiffs  both  full  time,  whose  work 
includes  the  alteration  of  supplies  to  non-domestic  users,  tapping  mains 
for  new  connections,  maintenance,  repairs  and  improvements* 

The  majority  of  agricultural  premises  are  now  being  supplied  with 
water  by  meter  with  the  exception  of  a few  agricultural  properties  where 
metering  has  proved  extremely  difficult  to  carry  out.  There  were  222 
meters  installed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  27  visits  were  made  to  the  joint  schemes  and  116 
to  others,  a total  of  143  apart  from  the  numerous  visits  made  by  the 
water  bailiffs. 

QUALITY  OF  SUPPLY 

During  the  year  58  samples  of  the  various  water  supplies  in  the 
district  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  44  of  which 
proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  14  unsatisfactory.  Unsatisfactory  results 
were  followed  up  and  extra  supervision  of  these  supplies  and  any  cleaning 
out  of  tanks  etc.  found  necessary  was  carried  out  until  the  supplies  improved.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Disposal  by  means  of  complete  controlled  tipping  is  being 
carried  out  at  the  refuse  tip  at  Pockley  Dale. 

The  refuse  tip  is  still  being  maintained  and  operated  under  the 
same  conditions  of  strict  supervision  as  those  that  appertained  at  its 
innovation,  and  consequently  is  clean  and  tidy  at  all  times.  Difficulties 
are  being  experienced  with  the  question  of  paper  and  cardboard  in  the 
refuse  and  urgent  consideration  will  soon  have,  to  be  given  to  the  natter, 
as  the  tip  is  being  rapidly  filled  with  this  bulky  and  combustible  material. 

All  parishes  of  the  Rural  District  are  served  with  the  exception  of 
isolated  and  outlying  farmsteads,  and  approximately  2,500  tons  of  refuse 
was  disposed  of  during  the  year. 

House  refuse  is  collected  on  a fortnightly,  basis  by  direct  labour 
using  a Karrier  C.K,3  10  cubic  yard  capacity  refuse  vehicle. 

D R ji  IMAGE  A N D SEWERAGE 


There  are  six  sewage  disposal  works  situated  in  the  area,  five  of 
which  deal  exclusively  with  the  treatment  of  sewage  from  this  area,  namely 
Helmsley,  Oswaldkirk,  Sproxton,  Gilling  East  and  Ampleforth.  The  sixth 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Wombleton  serves  the  parishes  of  Beadlam,  Harome 
Nawton  and  Wombleton  and  is  administered  by  this  Department  under  the  Joint 
Committee  of  the  Helmsley  and  Kirbymoorside  Rural-  District  Councils. 

The  work  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  Helmsley  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
which  has  been  causing  a considerable  number  of  complaints  from  the  users 
of  the  river  commenced  in  October,  and  although  work  has  been  slow  due  to 
various  reasons,  it  is  hoped  to  have  these  works  completed  during  i960. 

CLOSET  ACCOMODaTION 

• ; 

During  the  year  sixteen  privies  were  converted  to  the  water 
carriage  system  in  the  various  parishes  of  the  district.  There  were 
also  ten  houses  built,  all  of  which  had  water  closet  accomodation. 

SALVAGE 


There  is  no  salvage  scheme  in  operation  in  this  area.

during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Public  Conveniences  at  Helmsley  operated  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year,  and  continue  to  prove  a great  benefit  in  dealing  with 
the  additional  traffic  through  the  town. 

SHOPS 

Numerous  visits  have  been  carried  out  and  no  stqtutory  action 
has  been  found  necessary. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


No  action  has  been  found  necessary 

SWIMMIJG,  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  are  no  publicly  owned  pools  in  the  area,  but  there  are 
privately  owned  swimming  pools  at  Ampleforth  College  and  Duncombe  Park  School 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Rodent  Operative  employed  jointly  by  this  Council  in  conjunction 
with  Kirbymoorside  Rural  District  Council  to  carry  out  their  obligations 
under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949?  has  been  fully  engaged 
throughout  the  year.  Regular  treatments  have  been  carried  out  on  the 
Council-owned  refuse  tips,  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works,  together  with 
open  ditches.  The  number  of  properties  surveyed  was  422  and  101  treatments 
were  carried  out. 

The  sum  of  £124*  0.  Id.  is  recoverable  for  work  carried  out  on 

business  premises. 

The  Rodent  Operative,  Mr.  M.O.  Wilson,  retired  after  nine  years 
service  with  the  Council,  and  the  best  wishes  of  the  Council  and  Staff 
were  conveyed  to  him  with  the  hope  of  a long  and  happy  retirement. 

The  new  Rodent  Operator,  G.S.  Ford,  took  over  his  duties  on  14th 
December  1959,  and  it  is  hoped  that  within  a very  short  time  the  service 
will  be  operated  again  with  the  same  efficiency. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  provide  a vehicle  for  these  duties  and 
it  is  expected  that  an  Austin  A35  van  will  be  available  early  in  the 
New  Year.
